okann Elias Ridinger was born in TJlm, Feb. 16^, 1698 (Feb. 1 bth, 1695 ?) 
and died in Augsburg, April 10, 1767. After receiving tuition from 
Resch in TJlm and Falk in Augsburg he lived for three years in Ratisbon. 

On his return to Augsburg he produced his unrivalled series of about 1400 
engravings of animals. No other age or country has ever brought forth so 
eminent an exponent of the art that Ridinger made his own . Sis bold 
masterful style is totally dissimilar to the more refined work of our English 
Landseer , nor can the h umorous sketches of Aiken be for one instant compared 
with the German master's serious efforts at portraying the details of the 
chase, and the shooting of game. On the continent and in English artistic 
circles he has long been appreciated, but until within the last year or so, 
collectors of all things sporting have somewhat neglected him. However, the 
eagerness with which his engravings are now being sought for, begins to show 
that this neglect can no longer be laid to their charge.

The books which have been written on British birds, from the first edition of 
Bewick in 1797 down to Saunders's Manual in 1889, are legion, but in very few of 
them are the eggs of British birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s British Oology was begun in 1831, and the last was 
finished in 1856. The plates were coloured by hand, and are most of them good ; but 
all three editions have long been out of print, and, indeed, mnch of the letterpress is 
out of date. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the eggs of British birds, but they contain 
only figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the British Islands, and these by 
no means satisfy the wants of the egg collector. 

For one who is interested in birds there are a hundred persons who are interested 
in eggs. What the egg collector wants is a work in one volume, at a moderate price, 
with coloured illustrations of the egg of every British bird. The egg collector of to-day 
is very exaciibg. To satisfy him the chiomos must be as good as love and money can 
make them. The letterpress, too, must be up to date in every respect, and, withal, not 
bulky. Into less than a page devoted to each of the 400 British birds must be con¬ 
densed the following facts :—(1) the extent of the breeding range ; (2) the date of the 
nesting season ; (3) the situation in which the nest is placed ; (4) the size and shape of 
the nest, and the materials of which it is composed ; (5) the number of the eggs ; 
(6) the variations of size and colour of the eggs ; (7) the way to distinguish them from 
the eggs which resemble them most closely.

In the autumn of 1899 an American archaeological expedition was sent oat to 
explore the little-known mountain regions of Northern Central Syria, and the Djebel 
Haur&n. No comprehensive stndy of these lands bad hitherto been made, with the 
exception of the works of the Count, now the Marquis, de VogiiA and of M. W. H. 
Waddington, two French scholars, who abont forty years ago explored these regions, 
and later published the results of their expeditions. 

It therefore seemed probable that an expedition to this extensive but little known 
field, if properly equipped, might obtain valuable results. The intention of this 
American expedition was two-fold. First, to visit all the sites reached by M. de Vogui, 
and, by new investigations and the aid of the camera, verify his work in topography, 
archaeology and epigraphy ; and second, to carry the research into unexplored territory. 

All the sites marked on M. de Vogii6’s map of Northern Central Syria were visited 
and located more accurately, photographs nnd measurements of the monuments were 
taken, old inscriptions were re-copied and many new inscriptions of great value were 
found. In addition, many new sites were discovered in which there were important 
monuments of architecture and sculpture, and a number of inscriptions in various 
Semitic languages, besides many in Greek. 

The work of the expedition was divided at first into four sections, one for topo¬ 
graphy, one for architecture and the other arts, one for Greek and Latin inscriptions, 
and one for Semitic inscriptions. In the spring of 1900 the study of anthropology was 
iocluded, and another member added who remained in Syria a year. The expedition 
retnrned in the summer of 1900.

Henry Angelo, like bis father before him, was the first fencing master of his 
time—a time when a knowledge of the noble science was an absolute necessity and not 
only an accomplishment.

Mr. Stoddard was the last survivor of the time which has been called the Golden 
Age of American Letters. The Recollections which he bad been engaged upon for 
a long time were on their way to the printer when he died in May. it is peculiarly 
fortunate that his reminiscences have been preserved, for they are not only delightful 
on the personal side and full of entertaining anecdotes, bnt they also form in a sense an 
intimate literary history of our country for over fifty years. 

The publication of this book will come as a surprise to many readers since the 
richness of the venerable poet’s past associations has not been realized. His meetings 
with Edgar Allan Poe, and their curious ending, his visits to Hawthorne, sod 
Hawthorne’s kindly counsel, his talks with Thackeray, his literary discussions before 
Lowell’s studv fire, Boker’s frank comments upon the contemporary theatre, his golden 
nights with Bayard Taylor are among the pictures which are represented in these 
personal and fascinating Recollections.

EGGS OF BRITISH BIRDS. 

The books which have been written on british birds, from the first edition of Bewick in 
1797, down to Saunders's Manual in 1889, are legion, but in very few of them are the eggs of 
british birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s British Oology was begun in 1831, and the last was finished 
in 1856. The plates were coloured by hand, and are most of them good ; but all three editions 
have long been out of print, and, indeed, much of the letterpress is out of date. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the eggs of british birds, but they contain only 
figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the British Islands, and these by no means 
satisfy the wants of the egg collector. 

For one who is interested in birds there are a hundred persons who are interested in eggs. 
What the egg collector wants is a work in one volume, at a moderate price, with coloured 
illustrations of the egg of every british bird. The egg collector of to-day is very exacting. To 
satisfy him the chromos must be as good as love and money can make them. The letterpress, 
too, must be up to date in every respect, and, withal, not bulky.

“ The Carpet, which appears from the Minute Books of the East India Company to have 
been made at the Koy&1 Factory of Lahore, established by Akbar the Great, is of Persian desigu, 
being about eight yards loDg and two-and-a-half yards broad. It contains the Company’s Arms, 
namely, St. Lawrence on the Gridiron, holding a Book of the Gospels in his right hand, and 
a gridiron (ihe emblem of his martyrdom) in his left; underneath is a scroll, with the Girdlers’ 
motto, * Give thanks to God,* whilst, flanked right and left, Mr. Bell’s Arms are wrought, 
namely, Azure, an Kagle displayed argent-in-chief, three fleur-de-lys or, and introduced in 
between these and the Company’s Arms are two bales of merchandise, stamped with Mr. Bells 
initials and trade marks. The Carpet luckily escaped the Great Fire, when the Hall w*as burnt 
down, from which it would also appear that the person in charge of the Hall understood its 
value ; but for many years past it lay on one of the Company’s tables, where no one suspected 
it8 worth.”
